The Democratic county committee 
met pursuant to call Monday. After 
discussing the situation it was deci- 
ded that inasmuch as a primary elec 
tion had oeen called to nominate a 
candidate for the legislature it would 
best subserve the interest of all con- 
cerned to call a primary election for 
nominating the candidates for the 
county ollioes, and the committee vo. 
ted unanimously for the primary, 

Messrs. A. H. Uardin, W. H. 
Brown and Benj Rankin, a commit- 
tee from the Populists, appeared be 
fore the committee and presented the 
followirg proposition, stating that 
the same bad been passed at the mee 
ting of the Populist committee then 
in session: 

The Proposition. 

Uesolved, 1st. That we arc anx. 
ioua for all silver forces to get toge 
tber end fight the common enemy, 
the goldbug, we make the silver De- 
mocrats the following proposition, 
to wit: 

lit. We adopt a Cnion device, 
other than the rooster, or plow and 
hammer, and place all county candi- 
dates, including representative, un- 
der said device, and all State candi 
dates under our respective devices— 
the rooster and plow and hammer— 
and we are to educate our people to 
first vote under the union device for 
all county candidates, then each par. 
ty can cross over to their own party 
device and vote opposite each candi. 
date's name, under their respective 
devices. 

2nd. Then throw up, "heads and 
tails," as to who shall name the first 
candidate coming properly under the 
above proposition, from representa- 
tive down to coroner, alternately. 

If this proposition is agreed to by 
the silver Democrats, we further ask 
and insist that an answer to the 
above proposition bo made in writ- 
ing, signed by the chairman and Sec. 
rotary of the silver Democratic com- 
mittee at once, believing that, in our 
opinion, this is our onlv chance to 
concentrate all silver fortes under a 
silver banner to down the goldbugs, 
and we appoint H, Rankin, \V. H 
Brown, and A, H. Card in as a com- 
mittee to wait upon the Democratic 
committee and ask their full aud free 
consideration of the above resolu-

Upon motion the Democratic com- 
mittee voted unanimously not to ac- 
cept the proposition, add the follow- 
ing answer, signed by the chairman 
and Secretary of the committee, was 
sent by a committee to the Popu- 
lists: 

We the Democratic committee bav 
ing this day rece'ved a proposition 
from the Populists in reference to 
uniting en a cou>ity ticket, answer, 
that while we reciprocate the desire 
for uniting iu the fight wo deem said 
proposition uufair to us and there- 
fore, with due respect for the party 
making it, we decline to accept the 
lame, 



The proposition made by the Pop- 
nlisU was a surprise to every mem 
her of the committor, and various 
were tho opinions orprossod in refjr 
ence to it. A member of the com- 
mittee had not abanlnnod hope of a 
ftvsion, and rather expected a props 
sition that would, by its spirit, at 
least, indicate a desire on the part of 
the Populists for a fusion, and when 
the paper subm : tted demanded grea- 
ter concessions than had yot been 
asked for by tho l'opulists the sur 
prise was manifest on all hands; the 
consensus of opinion was that the 
raction of the Populists submitting 
, the proposition did not want, and 

I had never wanted fusion on any 
grounds, and they simply made over 
turcs in terms that they knew full 
well beforehand would be rejected 
Tho situation was summed up this 
way. In the county there arc from 
1200 to 1350 Democrats, and from 
140 to 175 Populists— Pettit. the 
candidate for Governor, only having 
polled 157 votes. To begin with, the 
Democrats had already practically 
conceded the State Senator to the 
Populists, and the Senator holds his 
otllcc four years — twice as long as 
the Representative. Not satisfied 
with this, the 157 professing to want 
to make an equitable fusion demand 
cd of the 1200 that they have an 
equal chauce in a game of chance — 
"heads and tai.s "— for the Hepresen 
tative, and then one half of al! the 
other offices; that is, that one man of 
every M of the Populists be given 
an office, and but one iD everv 240 
Democrats be given an otllee. Not 
satisfied with this travesty on equity 
justice, and fairness, that 1200 Do in 
oorats surrender their dev : ee, while 
only 157 Populists should surrender; 
or in other words, for every Populist 
that surrendered his device, eight 
Democrats must surrender their de- 
vice; that 1200 Democrats must vote 
for sir l'opulists in order to get 157 
Populists |o vote for five Democrats. 
This was an "equity'' and an "hon 
orable fusion'' t at the Democratic 
committee had never dreamed of be- 
fore. 

"Gentlemen, '' said one member of 
the committee, "I must insist that 
this talk of fusion be stopped in the 
cause of humanity if lor no other 
reason. 1 am satisfied from this pro 
position that the men who are aiana- 
ging tue Papulist airairs are losing 
sleep, lying awake of nights, und 
wearing out their constitutions trv- 
ing to deviss some means tor an 
equitable' fusion. 1 am afraid that 
they will overwork themselves writ- 
ing 'fair' propositions.'

Murphy 
accompanied by his sister returned 
upon the late O, V. train to their 
home neat Caseyville that samo eve 
niug. .Mr. Dyer, father of the mur 
derail boy, was on the train Moth 
parlies were drinking losomc decree 
Just as the train w is rearing Hen. 
sha v, Dyer who was sitting iu the 
rear of the coach, arose and advanc- 
ing to the front where young Mur- 
phy was reated with his sister, lie 
drew a revolver from his pocket and 
placing the muzzle of the weapon a 
few feet from the back of Murphy, 
tired one shot. By some iinoxpiaiu- 
able cause, Murphy just as the shot 
was filed stooped over with his shoul- 
ders below the top ot the back of the 
seat and as a consequence was nnhar- 
med. Through the interference of 
Win, Beseii, who was iii the seat close 
by, aud Miss Murphy, Dyer was pre- 
vented from firing more shots. Mur- 
phy remained crouched oeneath his 
seat

many and terrible accusations that 
have 1 oen made against you, and I 
rejoiced when you at last showed a <le 
sire to attempt it. But, brother, ha 
v ■■n't you submitted some evidence in 
tVs case which was absolutely unne 
I) WljT hasu't it already been admit 
te 1 that thesi two little churches— 
strange though it be— had this very 
exalted opinion of you?
